The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  4110)  to  amend  title  I  of  the  act  entitled  “An  Act  to  provide 
for  research  into  basic  laws  and  principles  relating  to  agriculture  and 
to  provide  for  the  further  development  of  cooperative  agricultural 
extension  worlc  and  the  more  complete  endowment  and  support  of 
land-grant  colleges,”  approved  June  29,  1935  (the  Bankhead-Jones 
Act),  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommenda¬ 
tion  that  it  do  pass  without  amendment. 

STATEMENT 

The  pm’pose  of  this  bill  is  to  correct  language  which  was  inad¬ 
vertently  written  into  title  I  of  the  Bardchead-Jones  Act  by  the 
Research  and  Marketing  Act  of  1946  (Pubfic  Law  733,  79th  Cong.). 
The  law  now  provides  that  not  less  than  20  percent  of  the  funds 
“authorized  to  be  appropriated”  for  general  research  under  title  I  shall 
be  used  by  the  State  agricultural  experiment  stations  for  conducting 
marketing  research  projects.  The  obvious  intent  of  CongTess  was 
that  20  percent  of  whatever  funds  are  appropriated  should  be  used  for 
this  purpose,  and  in  the  event  the  appropriation  is  less  than  the 
amount  “authorized”  that  ratio  would  not  be  carried  out.  The  bill 
corrects  this  by  striking  out  the  words  “authorized  to  be.”

The  Mathews  bill,  H.  R.  4055  was' 
ported  from  committee  on  July  11,  194 
and  is  now  upon  the  Consent  Calendar 
of  the  House.  This  bill  would  grant  to 
veterans  of  the  Indian  wars  and  to  their 
dependents  the  same  increase  in  pension 
(20  percent)  that  was  given  to  Civil 
War  and  Spanish-American  War  vet¬ 
erans  by  H.  R.  3961,  which  was  passed  by 
the  House  unanimously. 

The  Crow  bill,  H.  R.  3623,  was  reported 
from  committee  on  July  2,  1947,  and  is 
now  upon  the  Consent  Calendar  of  the 
House.

which  I  lost  my  left  leg,  blinded  in  additloii^ 
to  the  loss  of  my  leg,  I  cannot  get  a  car 

1  cannot  see  to  drive  it  myself,  and  I  worfd 
like  to  add  my  case  to  the  many  you  ]^ve 
already  heard  about  who  are  left  out  of  the 
present  bill  which  Just  ended  last  m^th. 

I  think  I  am  entitled  to  a  car  as^n  am¬ 
putee  but  also  more  so  beinar  blinded, 
through  no  fault  of  my  own  an^  in  action 
in  Italy  in  the  Infantry. 

I  have  been  following  the  amounts  6f  your 
committee  in  trying  to  hjwe  the  old  bill 
changed  and  fairer  distrUmtion  of  cars  to 
amputees,  either  througlf  a  new  bill  or  an 
amendment  to  the  ol4%ne.  I  find  it  very 
hard  getting  around  a»d  need  a  car  as  much 
or  more  so  than  a  sifted  amputee.  I  spent 

2  years  in  Army  ^l^pitals,  and  besides  the 
loss  of  a  leg  and  being  blinded  my  other  leg 
is  also  badly  damaged  and  this  adds  to  my 
problem  of  traveling.  I  know  there  are 
huiidreds  of  other  veterans  like  me  who  were 
left  out  of  the  car  bill  and  are  entitled  to 
them  just  as  much  as  the  sighted  amputees. 

You  _^ave  my  permission  to  use  my  case 
in  any  way  you  see  fit  to  help  bring  about 
a  fair  biil  on  autos  for  amputees  now.  We 
need  these  cars  now  and  hope  Congress  will 
take  action  before  they  close  this  session.

The  Clerk  called  the  bill  (H.  R.  1544) 
to  provide  appropriate  lapel  buttons  for 
widows,  parents,  and  next  of  kin  of 
members  of  the  armed  forces  who  lost 
their  lives  in  the  armed  services  of  the 
United  States  in  World  War  II.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  Secretary  of 
War  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  acting 
jointly,  shall  formulate  and  fix  the  size,  de¬ 
sign,  and  composition  of  a  lapel  button  (to 
be  known  as  the  “gold  star  lapel  button”) 
suitable  as  a  means  of  Identification  for 
widows  and  parents  of  members  of  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  who  lost 
their  lives  in  the  armed  services  of  the  United 
States  in  World  War  II.  The  Secretary  of 
War  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall 
procure  for  their  respective  departments  such 
num*ber  of  gold  star  lapel  buttons  as  shall

The  law  now  provides  that  not  less  than  20 
percent  of  the  funds  “authorized  to  be  appropriated”  for  general  research  under 
title  I  .shall  be  used  by  the  State  agricultural  experiment  stations  for  conducting  _ 
marketing  research  projects.  The  obvious  intent  of  Congress  was  that  20  percent

It  met  f^at 
chjfllenge  by  merely  adding  $9,000,000  to  t^ 
^ager  social-security  grants  made  annual!^ 
to  the  States  for  child-health  services  and 
services  for  crippled  children. 

“With  the  technical  knowledge  and  skills 
we  now  have,  and  the  great  capacity  of  our 
people  to  pr^uce  the  national  income  re¬ 
quired  to  support  public  services,  it  is  un¬ 
thinkable  that  any  child  should  be  con¬ 
demned,  as  many  thousands  are  now,  to  grow 
up  in  the  pain  and  humiliation  of  handicaps 
that  could  have  been  corrected  or  relieved.” 

Provisions  of  this  bill.  Senator  Pepper 
pointed  out,  have  been  carefully  planned  to 
fit  constructively  into  a  general  health  pro¬ 
gram  for  all  the  people.  “National  health  in¬ 
surance  is  the  cornerstone  of  such  a  general 
program,”  he  said.  “Enactment  of  national 
health  insurance  is  an  absolute  must.  But  it 
is  not  enough  merely  to  pool  the  risks  and 
costs  of  medical  care.  We  must  also  be  sure 
that  the  health  services  and  medical  care 
mothers  and  children  need  exist.  They  must 
be  well  organized  and  coordinated  and  within 
reach  of  any  family  needing  them.  They 
must  measure  up  to  good  standards  and  be 
provided  by  professional  workers  adequately 
trained  and  compensated. 

“It  takes  time  to  train  the  necessary  doc¬ 
tors,  psychiatrists,  psychologists,  nurses, 
medical-social  workers,  and  other  skilled  peo¬ 
ple  required  in  a  well-rounded  program.  It 
takes  time  to  staff  the  clinics,  health  units, 


hospitals,  and  convalescent  homes  needed  Uf 
a  complete  health  program.  This  personjjl&l 
and  these  services  will  exist  years  hence jftily 
if  steps  are  taken  now.  Every  year  w^urn 
our  backs  on  the  children  will  be  a  ^ar  of 
shame  later.”

The  other  bill  and  joint  resolution  are 
designed  to  begin  immediate  efforts  in 
our  own  country  and  throughout  the 
world  to  solve  the  long-range  shortage 
of  newsprint.  This  long-rangg  shortage 
will  be  a  sword  hanging  over  free  news¬ 
papers  in  every  free  country  in  the  world 
for  many  years  to  come. 

The  studies  made  by  the  Small  Busi¬ 
ness  Committee  of  the  Senate  while  I 
was  chairman  and  the  hearings  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  present  subcommittee  un¬ 
der  the  chairmanship  of  the  junior  Sen¬ 
ator  from  Indiana,  both  established  the 
compelling  need  for  this  legislation.  The 
majority  members  of  the  present  com¬ 
mittee  have  recognized  this  need  in  their 
interim  report.  I  must,  in  all  honesty, 
say  I  do  not  believe  the  bill  which  they 
have  introduced  (S.  1080)  will  solve  this 
diflacult  problem.  The  reasons  are  set 
out  in  the  report  of  the  minority 
,,  members. 

The  roots  of  the  present  newsprint 
csisls  were  laid  bare  by  witness  after  wit- 
ne^who  appeared  before  the  commit¬ 
tee.  >^rst.  there  is  a  world- wide  short¬ 
age  or^ewsprlnt  because  of  wartime  de¬ 
struction^  of  forests  and  productive 
facilities?^,nd  because  of  increasing  de¬ 
mands  on^toe  available  supifly.  These 
demands  st^p  from  the  diffusion  of  lit¬ 
eracy  and  lezilining,  and  the  hunger  for 
Information  ank  truth  which  they  pro¬ 
duce.  A  contrib^ing  factor  is  the  con¬

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11. '^ome  people,  genuinely  concerned  In 
the  Cdsjadian  newsprint  industry,  seem  to 
fear  th^  present  price  trends  and  their 
consequences  may  constitute  a  parallel  to 
the  devele^unents  following  World  War  I 
when  high  ^ces  led  to  excessive  expansion 
of  the  Canadian  Industry  and  a  subsequent 
price  collapse  rqllowed  by  years  of  disrup¬ 
tion  and  banln-upcy.  The  present  situation, 
however,  affords  no  such  parallel  and  Jus¬ 
tifies  no  such  fea^  from  the  Canadian 
standpoint.  Two  f^ors  are  completely 
different;  one  is  the  woe  trend  itself;  the 
other  is  the  possibility  ^expansion.  These 
are  amplified  in  paragrapHc  12  and  13  below. 

12.  The  newsprint  priceNfend  of  War  11 
has  been  quite  different  fro^  the  trend  of 
War  I  as  may  be  seen  fronxiuie  figures  of 
comparable  years  in  each  peri^,  shown  in 
the  following  table.  Tlie  prices^hown  are 
the  average  yearly  prices  for  deliveW  at  New 
York;  the  index  figures  are  based \pn  the 
prices  in  the  first  year  of  each  war\taken 
as  100.

It  will  be  seen  at  once  that,  in  the  World 
War  11  period,  there  has  been  no  sharp  and 
violent  rise  comparable  to  the  figures  of  the 
World  War  I  period.-  In  the  fourth  year  of 
World  War  II,  for  example,  the  index  re¬ 
mained  at  100  against  150  in  1917,  the  com¬ 
parable  year  of  World  War  I.  Against  the 
sharp  index  peaks  of  265  and  262  in  1920  and 
1021,  the  index  figures  for  the  comparable 
years  of  1945  and  1946  were  only  121  and  145./ 
The  index  figure  of  177  <or  180)  in  1947  is 
still  substantially  below  the  index  figures 
which  prevailed  throughout  the  6  yeanS  of 
1919-24,  with  the  single  exception  of  1922. 
In  the  existing  1947  price  level,  and-  ln  the 
trend  which  has  preceded  it,  there  Itf  ’nothing 
to  attract  speculative  capital  for  new  mill 
expansion  as  there  was  in  the  World  War  I 
period.  Proof  of  this  has  alre^y  been  Indi¬ 
cated  in  some  of  the  pointy  mentioned  in 
paragraphs  4,  5,  and  6  abo^ 

13.  The  other  major  di^rence,  mentioned 
at  the  end  of  paragraph^,  is  in  the  relative 
possibilities  of  expansWh.  The  difference  is 
notable.  At  the  end  World  War  I  the  Ca¬ 
nadian  industry  ha{r  a  total  capacity  of  less 
than  800,000  toi^  a  year  (total  Canadian 
production  in  1918  was  less  than  750,000  tons) 
and  there  were  immense  forest  areas,  as  well 
as  hydropow^  resources,  awaiting  develop¬ 
ment  whiclL^ovinpial  governments  natural-# 
iy  were  ea|gCT  to  encourage.  Today  the  Ca¬ 
nadian  i^ustry  has  an  annual  capacity  of 
4.349,7W  tons  (over  five  times  its  World  War 
j  figure)  and  there  are  few,  if  any,  forest  and 
pov/m  sites  suitable  for  new  mill  construc- 
Wqn,  or  feasible  for  new  mill  development  at 
ent  costs  and  prices.  The  most  economi- 
al  and  effective  expansion  of  newsprint  ca-

paolty  today  Is  in  the  form  of  Improving 
existing  mills.  In  the  Canadian  Industry 
this  is  currently  taking  place  to  the  extent 
of  many  millions  of  dollars  but  it  should  be 
obvious  to  anyone  that  this  cannot  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  proceed  without  maintenance  of  an 
encouraging  newsprint  price  level.  It  should 
also  be  noted,  both  by  Canadians  and  by  con¬ 
sumers  who  rely  on  Canadian  supply,  that 
there  can  be  no  adequate  protection  and  con¬ 
servation  of  Canadian  forest  resources  tm- 
less  there  are  market  prices  suflicient  to  keep 
the  industry  in  a  healthy  operating  condi¬ 
tion. 

14.  Prom  a  Canadian  standpoint,  there¬ 
fore,  there  appears  to-be  nothing  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  newsprint  price  situation  to  cause  con¬ 
cern.  There  would  be  ground  for  concern  if 
Canadian  newsprint  skiers  were  repeating 
the  error  of  the  World  War  I  period  by  charg¬ 
ing  prices  which  would  promote  reckless  ca¬ 
pacity  expansion,  but  this  is  clearly  not  the 
case.  As  already  pointed  out,  the  only  pros¬ 
pects  of  new  mill  developments  are  United 
States  Government  subsidy  projects  in  which 
profit  is  not  the  Impelling  motive  and  in 
which  price  is  not  the  deciding  factor.  In¬ 
stead  of  ground  for  Canadian  anxiety  there 

yls,  on  the  contrary,  reason  for  Canadian  sat- 
Bf action  in  the  evidence  that  Canadian  sell-^^ 
ere  are  following  a  restrained  course  but  arfr 
at^ast,  for  the  first  time  In  many  years,  !»- 
ginmng  to  derive  resjjectable  promts  fjeom 
newspWnt  operations  and  from  the  use  of 
public  ^rest  resomces  thus  involved. 

15.  This  should  give  satisfaction  'to  Ca¬ 
nadians  is.  general  because  newsprint  is 
the  largest\ingle  item  of  Cah^a’s  export 
trade,  and,  c^ept  gold,  the  largest  single 
source  of  Uni^^  States  dollars  which  have 
again  become  ^factor  of  paramount  im¬ 
portance  in  Canada’s  national  economy.  As 
far  as  Investors  ax^conoeined,  it  is  signifi¬ 
cant  that  payment  oRfi^idends  by  Canadian 
newsprint  mills  is  s®l  so  unusual  as  to 
excite  comment.  'ITieMwo  largest  wholly 
Canadian  newsprint  producers  are  Consol¬ 
idated  Paper  and  Abitlbl,  ^th  of  which  have 
substantial  earjaings  from^roducts  other 
than  newspriiji’.  Consolidateckpaid  the  first 
dividend  in  its  history  last  yeV;  its  share¬ 
holders  ha-^  received  a  total  of  9^50  a  share 
in  16  yfears.  Abltlbi  emerged  frork  14  years 
of  receivership  only  last  year  andNhas  not 
yet  paid  a  dividend  on  its  common^hares. 
International  Paper’s  figures  have  M^ady 
been’  mentioned  in  paragraph  4  above^ut 
they  are  worth  repeating;  newsprint  in  1M6 
iJOnstituted  26  percent  of  International 

/tonnage  output,  but  only  about  18  percen 
of  its  gross  revenue  and  less  than  7  perceiit 
of  its  net  profit.  As  Montreal  Financial 
Times  recently  commented:  “Pew,  if  any. 
Industrial  groups  on  the  stock  markets  can 
show  as  meager  a  record  of  average  dividend 
return  over  the  past  20  year's  as  that  of 
the  newsprint  Industry.’’ 

16.  Canadian  newsprint  manufacturers  for 
many  years  have  been  criticized  in  Canada 
for  using  up  public-forest  resources  with 
no  commensurate  return.  It  'would  be 
strange  Indeed  to  find  now,  among  Cana¬ 
dians,  some  form  of  economic  psychosis  ex¬ 
pressed  in  a  sense  of  guilt  or  apology  about 
their  largest  industry’s  good  fortune  in  at 
last  reaching  a  position  where  profits  can 
be  made.  There  is  Canadian  satisfaction, 
rather  than  mlsgi'ving,  when  profits  can  be 
obtained  from  trade  In  minerals,  wheat,  or 
any  other  export  commodity.  The  same  sat¬ 
isfaction  should  apply  to  newsprint  improve¬ 
ment  'Within  the  limits  of  safety  and  pru¬ 
dence  here  described. 

17.  The  newspaper  business,  as  well  as 
the  newsprint  Industry,  would  be  better  off 
if  newsprint  were  more  widely  recognized 
as  an  ordinary  commodity  (like  wheat,  sugar, 
coal,  steel)  rather  than  mistaken  as  some¬ 
thing  belonging  to  freedom  of-  the  press. 
Most  magazine  publishers,  for  example,  deal 


with  their  questions,  of  paper  supply  in  ah 
ordinary  business  way,  they  do  not  becpme 
outraged  nor  begin  to  imagine  plots  a^inst 
the  state  when  paper  companies  ^nage 
to  make  money.  Some  newspaper  publishers, 
however,  seem  to  be  under  a  delusion  that 
the  newsprint  Industry  is  a  sort  of  public 
utility  to  be  operated  for  their  exclusive 
benefit.  They  seem  to  think  that  they  have 
a  divine  right  to  imllmited  haper  supply  at 
cost,  or  at  less  than  cos^,  and  that  any 
departme  from  this  con^ion  is  a  violation 
of  sacred  rights.  / 

18.  ’This  delusory  th^king  was  just  as  ap¬ 
parent  some  years  ajgo,  when  newsprint  was 
selling  at  $40  a  tonyks  it  is  today.  It  was  ex¬ 
pressed  at  that  tjtne  In  continued  efforts  to 
keep  newsprint  ptices  from  rising  above  bank¬ 
ruptcy  levels.  ,/It  is  reflected  today  in  pub¬ 
lisher  agltatiph  for  Government  funds  to  de¬ 
velop  new  supply  in  Alaska  and  the  South, 
following  the  same  old  pattern  of  unlimited 
paper  supply  at  cost  or  less.  If  Investors  and 
manufjtcturers  are  no  longer  willing  to  sub- 
sidiz&'the  press  in  this  way,  then  the  Govern¬ 
ment  must  take  public  funds  to  do  it.  It  is 

type  of  thinking  that  sees  the  newspaper 
Jjusiness  only  in  terms  of  mass  circulation 
and  unrestricted  space. 

19.  To  publishers  who  think  in  this  fash¬ 
ion  it  does  not  seem  to  occur  that  their  con¬ 
ception  may  be  unsound  and  that,  for  then- 
own  protection  and  continuance,  it  might  be 
a  good  idea  to  begin  adapting  their  opera¬ 
tions  to  some  limitations  of  forest  resources 
and  to  maintaining  a  healthy  paper  indus¬ 
try.  British  publishers  have  learned  the  les¬ 
son  of  limited  supply  In  an  extreme  form 
through  the  past  8  years  and  their  profits 
have  improved  rather  than  diminished. 

20.  ’Tire  delusion  described  above  seem  to 
have  led  some  publishers  into  a  paradoxical 
position  in  which  they  complain  about  news¬ 
print  price  Increases,  but  at  the  same  time 
call  for  expansion  of  newsprint  capacity  and 
seem  to  think  that  Canadians  are  -  acting 
badly  by  not  finding  more  forests  and  build¬ 
ing  more  mills.  This  is.  Indeed,  an  example 
of  wanting  to  have  one’s  cake  and  eat  it,  too. 

21.  If  newspaper  publishers  want  low  news¬ 
print  prices,  they  must  be  prepared  to  expect 
diminished  production.  The  flight  from 
newsprint  by  United  States  mills  makes  this 
painfully  clear.  If  Increasing  supply  is  their 
main  desire,  then  publishers  must  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  pay  prices  which  will  stimulate  pro¬ 
duction  and  maintain  a  healthy  manufac¬ 
turing  Industry  unless,  of  course,  they  can 
succeed  In  getting  the  United  States  Govern¬ 
ment  to  use  public  funds  to  subsidize  under¬ 
takings  in  Alaska  and  the  South  which  no 

vestors  would  touch  as  commercial  ven- 
tu^.  Whether  a  Government-subsidized 
pa]^  supply  would  prove  consistent  with 
freedom  of  the  press  is  a  question  for  pub- 
llsher^o  ponder  upon.

Mr.  PEPPER/\Mr.  Pjrfesident,  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  bill  is  'IxMjlake  more  effective 
the  quota  system  m^espect  to  the  pea¬ 
nut  industry  by^fmpbsing  more  severe 
penalties  for  t^  violation  of  the  quota. 
I  have  no  disposition  to  obl^ct  to  the  bill. 
On  the  contrary,  I  realize  h^  extremely 
Important  for  the  AmericanNpconomy, 
and  especially  to  my  section  of  the  coun¬ 
try  and  to  my  State,  the  peanut  industry 
is.  But  I  wanted  to  take  advantag^of 
thig'  opportunity  to  say  that  I  votfed 


igainst  the  bill  in  the  Committee  on  Agri- 
iH^re  and  Forestry  on  the  principle  that 
I  Think  the  time  has  arrived  for  us  to 
finli  some  way  to  dispose  of,  at  a  fair 
pri^  the  agricultural  commodities  of 
this  Country,  without  limiting  the  acre¬ 
age  oKthe  farmers.  I  think  the  farm¬ 
ers  are^ot  in  sympathy  with  the  cur¬ 
tailment  of  their  acreage.  They  feel 
that  it  iniWses  an  unfair  limitation  upon 
their  free^m  of  enterprise  and  action, 
and  now,  ^a  time  when  the  world  is 
hungry  forAour  agricultural  products, 
it  seems  to  m\  that  with  a  proper  agri¬ 
cultural  policyWe  could  find  some  way 
to  allow  the  bo^ty  of  American  agri¬ 
cultural  product!^  to  flow  to  the  needs 
of  this  country  an\ of  the  world,  so  that 
the  farmers  coulaVbe  assured  a  fair 
price  for  what  theAgrow,  and  not  be 
limited  in  the  production  which  they 
may  have  on  their  ow\  farms. 

I  realize  that  under  Wesent  circum¬ 
stances,  the  bill  is  goin^o  bring  about 
a  serious  curtailment  in  thXpeanut  acre¬ 
age,  if  it  becomes  effective  as  it  must. 
But  if  the  Senator  from  Minnesota  does 
get  his  committee,  as  I  hope^^e  will,  to 
investigate  agriculture,  I  hope  Re  will  de- 
vote*a  part  of  his  fine  energy  akd  effort 
to  finding  some  way  by  which  Ve  can 
And  a  market  that  will  be  fair  ^  the 
producer,  but  at  the  same  time  wiH  not 
mean  that  he  will  have  to  limit  the  i^^m- 
ber  of  acres  of  his  own  land  which^e 
may  devote  to  the  production  of  agrici 
tural  commodities. 

I  do  not  object  to  the  bill,  but  I  wanted 
to  make  that  observation. 

The  PRESIDENT  pro  tempore, 
there  objection? 

Mr.  AIKEN.  Mr.  President,4f  thrill 
is  not  passed  it  will  cost  the  Goverr^ent 
$100,000,000,  plus  the  $200,000,000  /uota. 
During  the  war  the  penalty  for  Raising 
an  excessive  amount  of  peanuts^as  re¬ 
duced  in  order  to  encourage  grater  pro¬ 
duction.  Now  with  the  Steag^  amend¬ 
ment  in  effect,  the  Governme/t  is  bound 
to  support  the  price  of  pean/ts.  An  in¬ 
ordinately  large  acreage  m  peanuts  is 
being  planted,  and  in  ordeipo  discourage 
the  planting  of  many  mnes  as  many 
peanuts  as  we  can  consi^e,  we  must  re¬ 
store  the  penalties  whl^  were  in  effect 
before  the  war.  3 

I  agree  with  wha^he  Senator  from 
Florida  has  said,  buy  also  maintain  that 
if  this  piece  of  legi^tion  is  not  enacted, 
it  will  probably  crot  the  United  States 
Treasury  $100.00(1,^00  next  year.

The  PRES^ENT  pro  tempore.  The 
bill  will  be  passed  over. 

Mr.  ROBERTSON  of  Virginia.  Mr. 
Presidentjlf  the  Senator  from  Connecti¬ 
cut  will  withhold  his  objection,  I  should 
like  to  ^plain  this  bill  to  him.  During 
the  war  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
urged/the  peanut  growers  to  increase 
production.  They  increased  their  pro¬ 
duction  from  2,000,000  to  3,000,000  acres. 
It  ,was  a  valuable  contribution  to  the 
waV  effort,  because  the  bulk  of  the  pea- 
ifUts  were  processed  into  oil  to  meet  an 
licute  shortage  of  fats.  We  now  find 
/that  we  have  more  peanuts  t^n  there 


is  a  market  for  peanuts  and  for  peanut 
oil.  The  parity  price  on  peanuts  for 
processing  purposes  is  about  $200  a  ton, 
and  the  producers  do  not  want  to  pay 
more  than  $100  a  ton. 

Peanuts  are  a  basic  farm  crop,  entitled 
to  limited  parity ‘support,  but  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  has  said  that 
unless  the  farmers  will  vote  this  year  to 
curtail  production  it  will  not  support  the 
full  program  for  peanuts,  which  will 
mean  a  ruinous  pricq  for  all  peanuts, 
both  edible  peanuts  and  oil  peanuts. 

All  the  bill  does  is  ifo  put  peanuts  on  a 
par  with  other  bas^  farm  commodities, 
in  that  if  the  farmers  themselves  vote 
to  impose  acreage, -control,  it  will  then  be 
made  effective  for  peanuts,  as  it  is  for 
other  controlled^'crops,  and  a  50-percent 
penalty  will  be'trovided  for  violation  of 
the  quota.  The  bill  will  have  no  effect 
whatever  un](iss  the  farmers  themselves 
vote  this  fajjfor  acreage  control. 

I  fully  sdare  the  view  of  the  Senator 
from  Flori&a  [Mr.  Pepper]  that  we  would 
like  to  self  a  free  and  unregimented  agri- 
cultura^rogram;  but  we  know,  for  ex- 
ample.^at  this  year  we  have  1.400,000,- 
000  b^hels  of  winter  and  spring  wheat, 
agai^t  a  normal  domestic  market  of 
800,^0,000  bushels:  and  if  we  were  not 
no^  exporting,  through  loans  and  gifts, 
amut  500,000,000  bushels  of  wheat,  we 
wuld  have  such  a  glut  of  wheat  on  the 
domestic  market  that  it  not  only  would 
force  the  Government  to  greater  outlays 
of  money  to  support  the  crop  at  90  per¬ 
cent  of  parity,  but  would  eventually 
wreck  every  wheat-growing  State  in  the 
►.Union. 

We  have  this  problem  in  connection 
ith  peanuts.  It  is  not  that  we  want*# 
5-^nt  bag  of  peanuts  to  sell  for  10  cents. 
ThAbill  would  not  affect  the  cost  of  liv- 
IngJVrhat  is  probably  what  the  Senator 
from\Connecticut  has  in  mind.  The 
only  pVpose  is  to  give  the  farmers  them¬ 
selves  ali  opportunity  to  bring  their  pro¬ 
duction  m  line  with  the  visible  market, 
if  they  soielect.  According  to  the  best- 
informed  pinion  it  will  save  them 
money  if  th^  do  it,  and  it  will  save  the 
Government  \  great  deal  of  money  in  its 
support  progrJto,  especially  if  we  con¬ 
tinue  that  pro^m  beyond  1948.

To  amend  title  I  of  the  Act  entitled  “An  Act  to  provide  for  research  into  basic 
laws  and  principles  relating  to  agriculture  and  to  provide  for  the  further  develop¬ 
ment  of  cooperative  agricultural  extension  work  and  the  more  complete  endow¬ 
ment  and  support  of  land-grant  colleges”,  approved  June  29,  1935  (the  Bauk- 
head-Jones  Act). 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hou,se  of  Repi'esentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Conyress  a-sse/nbled,  That  section  11  of 
title  I  of  the  Act  entitled  “An<  Act  to  provide  for  research  into  basic 
laws  and  principles  relating  to  agriculture  and  to  provide  for  the 
further  development  of  cooperative  agricultural  extension  woik  and 
the  more  complete  endowment  and  support  of  land-grant  colleges”, 
approved  June  29,  1935  (the  Bankhead -Jones  Act),  which  was  added 
by  Public  Law  733,  Seventy-ninth  Congres-s,  is  amended  by  striking 
out  the  words  “authorized  to  be”  wherever  they  appear  in  that 
section.
